pard for delirium tremens ; he was not an 

habitual drunkard but knew him to drink 

heavily at times; he had not recovered 
| when I saw him last ; saw him about four 
days before the murder occurred ; the de- 
ceased knew he was in that state; the 
disease may be produced by a continued 
course of drinking ; a man is liable to get 
the d. t’s after drinking ten or twelve days 
and may Bot get it in twenty years; de- 
scribed the symptoms of d. *’s.; the disease 
may drive @gnap'to suicide or marder. 

Court adjourned until 10 a.m. on Thurs- 
day the 17th. 

Tuerspay, May 17th. 


Dr. Tofield’s examination continued. Was 
treating Sheppard about twelve days before 
the murder at his request ; he stated that 
he was not well from the effects of drink ; 
prescribed for him, but do not remember 
what it was; saw him about three times 
during my visits to May Buchanan’s ; can- 
not say if I prescribed for him on each 
occasion ; nor did I pay particular attention 
to his physical condition ; Sheppard was 
suffering from d. t’s when he first spoke to 
me, and when | prescribed for him ; noticed 
on other eccasionus that Sheppard was suffer- 
ing from d. t’s and behaved like a man who 
was suffering from the effects of heavy 
drinking ; noticed indications of develop- 
ment of d. t’s as he was drinking ; saw him 
drinking in the room in which the murder 
was committed ; suppose it was whiskey ; 
cannot say if it occurred more than once ; 
did not see him for four days before the 
murder ; examined the prisoner with Dr. 
Baldwin, and also again myself. 

Robert Shannon. Have known prisoner 
| for some years; was in partnership with 
him ; know his handwriting; the writing 
produced resembles his writing considerably; 
believe the writing is his; it is two years 
since I saw his writing ; (examined the piece 
of paper found by the member of the coron- 
er’s jury) cannot say if it is the handwriting 
of Sheppard ; do not think it resembles his 
hand as it was when I was in business with 
him. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Was in 
partnership with Sheppard about three 
years ; he bore a good character; did not 
know he had a temper. 

Dr. Watson. Am physician in the North- 
west mounted police ; first saw prisoner on 
8th December on the day after his arrest ; 
took charge of the prisoner on the first day 
while he was taking his dinner ; slept in the 
same room with him that night ; had a con- 
versation with Sheppard during his stay at 
the barracks ; Sheppard commenced the 
conversation ; I cautioned him that any- 
thing he might say might be used as 
evidence against him ; he went on with the 
conversation ; I could not stop him; so I 
let him talk ; as nearly as I remember he 
said: ‘‘ The night previous to the murder 
May Buchanan wanted prisoner to live with 
her at Sheep creek; she made at the prisoner 
with a pitcher ; got her pacified after some 
trouble ; he threw an axe which was in the 
room out the window ; through the pane ; 
having pacitied the woman prisoner went to 
bed ; while in bed deceased threatened to 
kill prisoner if he would not goand live with 
ber ; in the morning he went outside to get 
the axe to kindle the fire ; while outside 
getting the axe he said to himself aloud that 
he would nut live with her; supposed she 
heard him ; on his returning to the room 
she rushed out with a knife ; prisoner struck 
deceased with an axe ; and seeing that she 
did not come to, struck her three or four 
t.mes with the axe. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Have been 
a year and two months in the Mounted 
Police force ; joined the force in the capacity 
of physician ; rank as a constable promoted 
to the rank of staff-sergeant ; am working 
to the best of my ability tor advancement ; 
cautioned prisoner the first day I had charge 
of bim, as soon as he commenced to talk ; 
knew that it was my duty to do so ; this was 
the day following his arrest ; during the two 
hours or so stated no person came into the 
room ; prisoner wis agitated or worried ; 
prisoner told the story straight away, keep- 
ing the thread of it without branching off ; 
I joined in the conversation ; do not re- 
member what I said; may have asked 
prisoner some questions ; this conversation 
tovk place on the 8th day of December ; 
prisoner talked in the night ; stopped him 
as | wanted to sleep. 

This closed the case for the crown. 

Dr. Tofield was called for the defence. 
Believe that the examination of the prisoner 
with Dr. Baldwin was on December 8th; 
the result of the examination gave me the 
idea that he was suffering from d. t’s ; he 
was in an agitated condition, feeble, tremul- 
ous pulse, pupil of eye dilated, and to my 
mind showed that he was suffering from 
ulcoholism ; was then probably recovering 
from an attack ; proxysims caused by d. t’s 
are not necessarily continuous over a length 
of time ; they may or may not be ; might 
last for five or ten minutes or for days and 
weeks ; during the time it lasts the patient 
would have no control over himself at all. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Beck, Crown prose- 
cutor. Mean by acute attack immediate but 
not necessarily short ; an acute attack of 
rheumatism for instance would be a sudden 
attack caused by some agent; d. t’s is caused 
by drink ; a man not an habitual dronkard 
can in my opinion have d. t’s; have seen a 
man after a week’s drinking have an attack; 
this depends on the subject; know that 
‘“‘Barthelow’s Practice of Medicine” is a 
recognized work on alcoholism ; but have 
not read it; do not believe that a chronic 
state of alcoholism is necessary to precede 
d. t’s; any of the organs may be diseased 
but do not consider any of these derange- 
ments necessary ; do not see why a man who 
is not an habitual drinker being excited by 
drink and under its influence and suffering 
from delirium should not be said to be suffer 
ing from d. t’s ; mean to say that I do not 

with Dr. Barthelow in his distinction 
between alcoholic delirium’ and delirium 
tremens ; these acute attacks are of nervous 
direction.

THE SHEPPARD TRIAL. 


Evidence for the crown continued. 

W. Clark remembered the occasion of the 
murder ; went with Mr. arpenter from his 
house to May Buchanan’s and stood at front 
door until police came ; noticed blood spots 
on the snow about a yard from the door. 

Inspector A. 5. Snyder remembered the 
day of the arrest of Sheppard; it was 
December 7th ; the Chinaman came to the 
barracks about 2 o’clock aud said some one 
was trying to kill May Buchanan ; he spoke 
bad English, and I had some ditiiculty in 
understanding him; went to the house 
accompanied by constables Dundas and 
Murray‘ found Mr. Carpenter and Mr. 
Clark at the house ; entered the bed room 
and found the body on the floor ; prisoner 
was on the bed; his head was to the east ; 
he was lying across the bed ; one foot pro- | 
jected over the edge ; he was covered com- | 
pletely by the blankets, except the one foot; 
the rom was dark when I entered as there 
was a heavy curtain on the window, and I 
did not notice Sheppard at first ; on looking 
at the body saw an axe standing against 
the wall a foot and a half from the head of 
the body ; the face was covered with blood ; 
there was a large pool of dark clotted blood 
on the floor at the left side of the head ; 
there was a deep wound on the left side of 
the head; 4 pane of glass in the window 
was broken, [ suppose by the bottle that 
was lying outside of the house ; broken glass 
hat fallen inside and out ; while waiting for 
the constable with handcuffs the prisoner lay 
quite still on the bed; 1 considered that he 
was asleep or quite insensible; did not notice 
any blood on his clothes or person ; noticed 
a butcher knife on the dressing table, also a 
portion of a broken crock on the bed and a 
sengame on the floor ; identify paper found 

yy a member of the coroners jury im my pres- 
ence on which were written the words ‘She 
willnever ruin another man;” found an enve- 
lopecontaining some powders from which the 
slip fouud by the juryman appeared to have 
been torn ; also found a promissory note ; 
the envelope was found ou the washstand in 
the room where the murder was committed ; 
had known Sheppard two years before at 
Sheep Creek. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Prisoner 
lay quiet until the handcuffs were put on ; 
he seemed rather dazed and continued in 
that state for sometime ; the refuse outside 
the window was very dirty; did not 
take samples for analysis ; 

Constable Murray: Made the arrest with 
Constable Lamb ; was sent by Mr. Snyder 
for the rig immediately after the arrest. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Was one 
of the constables who put the handcutfs on 
prisoner; think he was either asleep or 
dazed ; he made no resistance ; just opened 
his eyes and looked at ime ; acted as well as 
any one cise in barracks. 

Constable Reiter. Was left in charge of 
May’s house from the time of the arrest 
until the jury came ; theré was no alteration 
in things. 

Constable Dalton. Searched Sheppard at 
the barracks half an hour after his arrival 
and found « sma!l pencil and four matches ; 
he made no remarks. 

Dr. McInnis. Am a duly qualified physi- 
cian and surgeon; was i professional 
attendance on May Buchanan at her house 
two days before the murder; she sent for 
me, as her regular physician was away ; she 
had a slight congestion of the lungs and an 
attack of le grippe ; she was in bed ; during 
the afternoon about four o'clock a man let 
me into the house ; he opened the door and 
disappeared without showing his face ; 
would not know if it was the prisoner ; 
visited her next day and found her still in 
bed ; the same man was in the house but did 
not see him ; he was dressed in brown pants, 
frock coat,colored shirt aud bad light hair ; 
I prescribed a bottle of medicine and packet 
of powders ; attended at the house with the 
corouer’s ja y and made the post mortem 
examination ; on the seft side of the head 
just above the ear was a cut one and a half | 
inches long and one inch deep, causing the 
ear to droop ; also a cut three inches above 
the ear, two and a half inches long, penetrat- 
ing tissues and through the one, exposing 
the brain; above the last named cut was 
another one inch long, evidently cut with a 
sharp instrument, penetrating only to the 
bone ; on the left temple one inch above and 
behind the left eye was a scar one inch 
long, te tissues bruised down to the bone ; 
onriht cheek bone beginning under the 
middie of the eye was a cut one and a 
quarter inches long; the eye is blackened, 
that is the lower eyelid blackened before 
death occurred ; on the left arm half way 
between the pit and elbow was a ragged cut 
two and a haif inches iong running trans- 
versely through the skin and tissues down 
to the muscles ; this cut was given I believe 
after death ; all the other wounds were given 
before death occurred ; the cuts were made 
with a sharp instrument ; could not have 
been done with the knife produced unless 
done with great rapidity ; could not heve 
been done with the blade of an axe; the 
wound under the eye might have been done 
with a biunt instrument ; as also the large 
wound in the head ; the skull on the left 
side was broken and was cracked from ear 
to ear ; a large amount of force was used ; 
the large wound was made before death and 
would cause immediate death. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Had at- 
tended deceased two days; a man called 
“Shep” was there; did not give prisoner 
any directions ; the accused is the man call- 
ed ** ;” there wasa Chinaman

Snyder sent a team downto my honse; 
being at home I went at once; did not ob. 
serve prisoner particularly at ouce ; went t> 
the barracks iu the same rig with prisoner ;

luquest was held ; looked at prisoner closely 
but made no examination at that time ; 
when prisoner was brought out of the hou-e 
he walked in an ordiuary manner; saw 
prisoner at the inquest ; he was in the room 
probably three hours; saw him again the 
next afternoon at the inquest, which lasted 
till nearly six p.m.; did not notice anything 
special in his appearance up to the end of 
the inquest ; cannot say that I formed any 
Opinion as to the state of prisoner’s mind ;

coholic mania is a mania produced by 
excessive use of alcohol for a limited time, 
in contra distinction to d. t’s, which occurs 
only as a feature in tiie history of chronic 
alcoholism after induigeuce for a loug 
period : an alcvholic maniac is perfectly 
‘nsane for a time ; a man not in the habit of 
drinking, in one day’s drinking to excess, 
being excited and suffering from alcoholic 
delirium might rave or talk but would not 
want to commit any act; but a man with 
alcoholic mania would generally want to 
commit 3ome act. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Bown. Delirium 
tremens is not a disease but is a feature in 
the drunkard’s life ; a man with d. t’s would 
be a maniac for the time; a man suffering 
from acute alcoholic mania would be insane ; 
the inclinations are homicidal generally ; 
the eye would be a symptom but not a reli- 
able ove ; the retina is deep seated and 
cannot be examined without an instrument, 
at least I could uot; d. t’s in the common 
sense occurs only in the old habitual drinker. 

Re-examined by Mr. Beck. Acute al- 
coholic mania might last for a moment and 
might last for a length of time. 


Dr. Braithwaite. Have practiced about 
four years ; from what [ have heard said by 
Mr. Carpenter, Dr. Watson and the other 
medical men f should conclude that the 
prisoner was of sound mind ; the symptous 
as found by Dr. Baldwin might be brought 
01 by other causes than those of alcohol- 
i. m—mental worry for instance ; think they 
might have been caused by sudden heavy 
drinking ; 

Dr. Royal corroberated the evidence of Dr. 
Braithwaite as to the condition of prisoner's 
mind ; the combination of symptous describ- 
ed by Dr. Baidwin might have been brought 
on by other causes than alcoholic mania, but 
you could hardly find all the symptons comt 
bined except produced by acute alcoholic de- 
lirium ; could not examine retina without 
the use of an opthalmascope ; 


This concluded the evidence. . 
Mr. Bown addressed the jury on behalf of 


| the prisover as follows: May it please 


your Lordship, gentlemen of the jury, 
after atrial lasting wo days, my work is 
about ended ; yours has now to begin. You 
have to decide on the life or the death of a 
fellow man. For murder, you are aware 
that there is only one punishment, that is 
death. ‘he detiuition of murder 1s that a 
person killing another must have a fixed in- 
tention to commit the act. Before you tind 
this man guilty of murder the crown must 
rove that the killing was done by him. 
fhe did the killing we have to show 
that there was some justification or excuse. 
(Here Mr. Bown quoted certain legal 
authorities as to the difference between 
murder and manslaughter, excuses such as 
insanity etc, and reviewed the evidence). In 
weighing all the points in the evidence, 
wherever there is an; doubt you must give 
the prisoner the benefit of that doubt pro- 
vided the doubt be reasonable. The task 
now befure you gentlemen of the jury is a 
very serious one. Thank God lam not on 
the jury. Away down in Dakota you must 
remeinber there is a mother anxiously 
watching and waiting your verdict. Here 
is a young man on the threshold of life 
I would ask you gentle- 
men of the jury, should you find the prison- 
er guilty to strongly recommend him to 
mercy. I now leave the matter in your 
hands. 


The court adjourned until 7:30 p. m. 


Mr. Beck for the crown then addressed 
the jury as follows: May it please your 
Lordship, gentlemen of the jury. Ido not 
propose to keep you long. I will merely 
review some of the points taken by my 
learned friend.

The judge then de- 
livered sentence as follows: ‘Prisoner, 
you have been tried by your countrymen 
and found guilty of killing a fellow being, 
and that Sour a woman with whom you 
were intimate—your partner in crime and 
infamy. That woman has gone to a higher 
tribunal than this court to answer for her 
sins. Providence is sure to find the crimin- 
al and bring him to justice. You have 
lived a life of debauchery. You have de- 
fied all the laws of morality. I do not 
think I would be doing my duty if I gave 
less considering the circumstances of the 
case, so you will go to the Manitoba peni- 
tentiary for the remainder of your life. I 
trus' you will have time to repent of your 
sins.

PATRONS OF INDUSTRY. 
To THE BULLETIN, 


A meeting of the patrons ot industry of 
South Edmonton county association was 
held in Wilkie & Dickson’s real estate office, 
South Edmonton, on the 12th inst. Vice 
president, W. Keith in the chair. 


The question of dividing Northern and 
Southern Alberta into two separate electoral 
districts was discussed. It was the belief 
of those present, that Northern Alberta had 
practivally no represe itation in the Commons; 
that our needs were not brought before the 
house until they became such a pressing ne- 
cessity as to require a delegation to be sent 
to Ottawa at the expense of the district. It 
was argued that the interests of Northern 
and Southern Alberta were altogether 
different ; the former being adapted to the 
perfect maturing of all cereal crops, and 
prlucing as it does the finest and most 
perfect flavored butter and cheese it should 
and does rank as one of the best districts in 
the Dominion for mixed farming ; in short 
it has been called—and rightly, too—an 
agricultural paradise ; whilst Southern Al- 
berta with its vast stretches of clear rolling 
prairie is better qualified for the ranching 
interests alone. On motion being put, a 
unanimous vote in favor of a division into 
two separate electoral districts was the 
result.
